SEARCHED THE HOUSE. 

The deputies then rang the bell at the 
front door of the residence. The housekeep- 
er responded and admitted them, when they 
told her the nature of thoir errand. 

No one was at home but the housekeeper, 
four women servants, a private watchman 
and a negro houseman named Sam. 

“We must search the house al! throvgh,”’ 
said the deputies. 

“All right,” said the housekeaper. 
“Sam, show the gentlemen through the 
house.”’ 

Bum went along, lighting up the halls and 
ohambers. The work began at the basement 
and ended at the attic, every nook and coe 
ner being searched. 

Several of the servants accompanied the 
searching varty. The private watchman 
also went along. 

The deputies opened every closet and 
wardrobe door, looked under every bed 
and bohind every piece of furniture large 
enough to conceal Kelly. 

They even opened the china closet and a 
sideboard. Some large trunks in the base- 
ment were cpened and inspected. Barrels 
and boxes underwent rigid examination. 


FOUND FINE FURNITURE. 

The deputies found that the entire house 
is magnificently furnished, and it required 
more than one man to move some of the 
heavy lounges and other large articles 
which might conceal a fugitive. 

Kelly was not to be seen, nor any sign 
of Kelly. 

The deputies then made a thorough ex- 
amination of Campbell's stable, which is 
a splendid structure or ornamental stone, 


with living apartments for the coachmen 
superior to many flats and private dwell- 
ings. 

Kelly was not in the stable. 

The housekeeper and servants said they 
knew nothing as to the whereabouts of 
either Campbell or Kelly. 
Deputy Sheriff Dickmann, 
served with suspicion the negro Sam's 
niacrity in lighting the rooms for their 
inspection, took occasion to touch his fin- 
ger to Sam's face.

Complaints That Police Dis- 
criminate Against Hebrew 
Children. 


MAYOR ORDERS INVESTIGATION 


HEBREW MERCHANTS ACCUSED 
OF LITTERING STREETS. 


Both Complaints Were Made to the 
Mayor Almost Simultaneously 
and He Ordered Chief of Po- 
lice Kiely to Look Into 
Them. 


A delegation from the American Onr’er 
of United Hebrews called upon Mayor Wells 
Saturday morning to protest against the 
manner in which they allege the policemen 
treat the Jewish residents: of the @istrict 
bounded by Morgan, Biddle, Sixth and High 
streets. , 

At the same time a citizen giving his 
name as E. S&S. Morrison called at the may- 
or’s office to protest against the Jewish 
residents of that district obstructing the 
streets and failing to keep their buildings 
clean. 

When the delegation from the Order of 
United Hebrews was ushered into the 
mayor's office, Mr. Morrison requested per- 
mission to enter at the same time and 
argue the negative side of their protests. 

Mayor Wells decHned to agree to this 
arrangement. 

He listened to the delegation’s complaints 
against the police and then said: 

“T will refer this matter to the chief 
of police.”’ 

He gave President Gus 
spokesman of the delegation, 
Chief Kielw directing him to 
their charges. 

Then he received Mr. Morrison, listoned 
to his complaint, and gave him a similar 
note to Chief Kiely. 

The charges of President Cytron and his 
associates are in brief that the police in 
the diatrict where the lower classes of 
Jews reside permit Jewish children to be 
attacked with rocks as they go to and from 
achool, that they curse und abuse Jewjah 
junk dealers and peddlers without causc, 
and that they disregard complaints made 
by Jewish citizens at police stations. 

Mr. Morrison declared to the wayor that 
the residents of the district who were not 
Jews have 0 stronger grievance against the 
Jewish than there same residents have 
against the police. They litter the sidewalks 
with chicken-cocps, he declared, and cited 
various methods by which he alleged they 
made themselves unattractive neighbors.

HILL CRITICISES PRESIDENT 


Railway Magnate Thinks Policy of 
Turning Everything Over to 
Congress Is Not Good. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 27.—In an ad- 
dress at the Grand County Fair at Elbow 
Lake last evening, President J. J. Hill 
of the Great Northern Railway and North- 


ern Securities Co, said: 
“Your chairman said that there are a 


eat many people apprehensive of the 
arent industrial enterprises which are being 
carried on, and well ,.they may be. There 
are so-c alled industrial enterprises whose 
only industry is in running printing press- 
es to print shares of stock. If the object 
is to get something for nothing; to get 
something that does not belong to thern; 
to get money out of another man’s pock- 
et, the money he has worked for, and put 
it into their own-—-if that is theix object, 
it is all wrong. But some of these great 
enterprises are absolutely sound and right. 
“Some people advocate, our President ad- 
vocates turning everything over to Con- 

reas. What sort of a Congress would we 
save after a while if all the business of 
the country were turned over to it? I 
think they would be doing business in the 
hall of ongress, but the business they 
would do would not — business to you 
that vou want. I think I should hold ev- 
ery man responsible for himself and his 
own acts. If he does wrong, punish him; 
if he does right, protect him. When that 
is done, those questions will take care of 
themselves.”’ 

Mr. Hill told how his efforts toward re- 
ducing rates on grain had been thwarted 
By the consolidation of tae boats in mak- 
ing a corresponding raise 

“what ‘ia we do then?’ said Mr. Hill. 
“We built six schooners to carry grain 
from Superior to Buffalo and the other 
boats have not declared a dividend since. 
We did not waht to gp into the elevator 
business at Buffalo, but we had to in order 
to keep the other elevators from over- 
charging and working other extortions. As 
a result, the elevator charges of Buffalo 
are now one-half cent a bushel, where it 
was one and one-half cents.”

A review in the “Woman's Journal” brings 
woman's suffrage up to date. 

Oddly enough, Kentucky appears in the Chronicle as a pioneer. 
In 1838 that state granted school suffrage to widows. Kansas 
conferred the same privilege on all women in 1861. 

In 1867 New South Wales gave municipal suffrage to all women 
and in 1868 England made the grant to single women and widows. 
Jn the same year the colony of Victoria gave it to all women. 

The honor of being the firet to grant full suffrage te all women 
b@iongs to Wyoming. This took place in 1869, while the commu- 

was stil) a territory. 

From this time until 1893 many American states and English 
‘colonies granted limited suffrage. In that year the right to vote 
war granted without restriction in Colorado and New Zealand. 
Routh Australia followed in 1°% and Utah and Tdaho in 1896. 

In nearly every Fnglish-speaking community in the world wom- 
en have either a restricted or unrestricted suffrage and the ten- 
Gency is unquestionably toward their admission to all political 
rights and privileges.

SMOKE ABATEMENT WORK. 

The report of the Citizens’ Smoke Abatement Association is of 
interest, showing what has been accomplished and what still re- 
mains to be done in the work of getting rid of the smoke. The 
people will be pleased to learn that most of the city institutions 
have ea@opted simoke-consuming devices, including the public 
schools. 

Suggestions by the association that churches, private schools, 
hospitals and other institutions that require heating should pay 
special attention to methods of firing, are valuable. And the as- 
sociation is doing good work in pointing out how railroads else- 
where have reduced smoke on their locomotives. The smoke abate- 
ment crusade will not be completed in St. Louis until the locomo. 
tives, steamboais. kilns. smelters and other smoke producers 
have been induced or’ compelled to abate their smoke. 

Owing to the use of low-grade coal, so long as the coal strike 
continues, the abatement will be rendered more 
arduous than usual! discourage the Abatement 
Association or inspector. It will be a transitory con- 
dition. By insisting upon the importance of careful firing, the 
difficulty may be met. Nothing should be permitted to delay or 
stop the movement St. Louls has determined to be a clean city. 
Smoke abatement must be mado thorough and lasting.

ELEVEN “LOST DAYS.” 


In 1751 the British parliament awakened 
to the inconvenience of the unreformed 
calendar and an act was passed fixing the 
beginning of the year on Jan. 1, instead of 
March 2. It was decided to caljl the first 
day of the following January, 1782, instead 
of regarding the year as 1751 until March 
%. and to bring ‘‘time’’ straight it was also 
decided to consider the days from Sept. 
3 to Sept. 13 Inclusive as non-existent, s0 
that Sept. 8 became Sept. 14 It is not 
the simplest thing in the world to take 
11 days from the calendar, and it Is not 
surprising, perhaps, that ignorant people 
should have imagined that parliament had 
stolen 11 days from their lives—and from 
their wages.

HOW TO PROVE A DIAMOND'S 
WORTH. 


In detecting a false gem from .% genuine, 
the Xray can be relied on with absolute 
certainty. Diamcnds, as is well know, 
are pure carton; and carbon, which is 
opaque to ordinary light, is transparent 
to the Roentgen light, while glass, which 
is transparent to ordinary light, is opaque 
to the Roentgen ray. On an Xray pho- 
tograph of a real diamond nothing will 
show but the stadow of the gold setting. 

An interesting experiment was made re- 
cently in watching with the aid of an 
Xray machine and a fluorescope, motions 
carricd on ineide of an opaque body. A 
goose was fed with food mixed with sub- 
nitrate of bismuth gilt, which absorbs the 
Xray. The passage of the food down the 
long neck of the goose could be plainly 
traced by the moving shadow cast on

The bills provide for the construc- 
of municipal lighting plants to 
illuminate the City Hall and the Insane 
Asylum. By the passage of the bills, it is 
scid, the city would save $15,000 a year, 
which it now pays to the Missouri-Edison 


Co. 

The plant could be constructed at a coat 
of $45,000. The City Hall om would light 
not only that building, but the Four Courts, 
the courthouse. old City Hall and 
engine house Nos 6 The plant at the In- 
sane Asylum would furnish light for that 
institution, the Poorhouse, the Female Hos- 
pital and fire engine house No. ®. 

Last year the combined cost of this light- 
ing was $20,560.99. It is estimated that with 
municipal plants the lighting would cost 
not more than $5430. 

The bills were tntroduced in the House of 
Delegates Aug. 18, and were referred to the 
committee on pubfic improvemerits. That 
committee has made no report.
